A jiOWSTER FIRE.

'BTTFFAIO, N. T., Feb. 2.—BuflWo has 
beaten its fire record. 
This morning 
between the hours of 3 and 7 o'dock, 
flames ate up fully $3,000,000 of property 
and left dozens of business firms 
housdess. 


The burned district extends on Seneca 
street from A. T. Kerr's liquor store to 
Sidney, Shepard & Co.'s tinware estab- 
lidunent, from Hoffeld's big building on 
Carroll street, to the National Express 
company's bams, and on Exdiange 
street several numbers east and west of 
Wells street. 
To the east the big Jew- 
ett building, on Carroll street, served to 
stop the progress of the fire, and to the 
west, the Shepard building did the same 
above Center street On Wells street 
the fire swept clean across the street 
and burned two blocks. 


Among the principal 
losers are 
Boot A Keating, sole leather manufac- 
turers,^ Sibley & Holmwood, 
candy 
manufacturers; Swift & Stambach and 
S. S. Jewett & Co., stoves and ranges 
S. F. Egan and A. F. Kerr, wholesale 
liquor dealers; the Broezel and Arling- 
ton houses; the Danbuiy hat manufac- 
turing company; T. W. Reynolds, shoes; 
J. 8. Lewis & Co., wholesale grocers; D. 
Nuse, jeweler; Henry Heame, candy 
dealer; Fowler & Sons, carriages and 
hardware; Sidney, Shepard & Co., tin- 
ware dealers; Empire coflfee mills; Sel- 
itch, Schaurath & Co., boots and shoes; 
the Buffalo Specialty Co.; Jacob Shautz, 
butter manufacturer; Hoffeld & Co., 
soap manufacturers; Richmond Litho- 
graphing Co.; John Strootman; Mc- 
Clure, Bloesser & Eggert and Ehisfield & 
Ewing, shoe manufacturers. 


At 6:30 o'clock, the fire on Seneca 
street for the first time could be fairly 
said to be under control. On the south 
side of the street everything was in 
ruins from the vacant building, No. 97, 
to Sidney Shepard's wholesale hardware 
store, 145 to 149 Seneca street. The 
Jewett building, the Swift and Ham- 
bach building, the Sibley and Holm- 
wood building, the Broozel house, and 
August Eyes' saloon were level with the 
street. C^ the north side of Seneca 
street, J. E. Lewis & Co's., spice mills, 
CamtoirE. Bandier's ^rfotore frame ahd 
art material establishment, the variety 
store at No. 106 Seneca street, and 
Muse's jewelry store at 108Seneca street 
were almost wholly damaged. 
Robin- 
son & Dickins' confectionery store was 
also 
in 
danger, 
but the 
fire 
was 
checked 
before any 
serious damage had been done that 
building. At 5.30 o'clock the fire on 
Carroll street was fairly under control. 


At 6 o'clock the building occupied by 
Hoffeld & Geisler, the Richmond Litho- 
graphing Co., and others was ablaze. 
The roof and two upper stories had 
been destroyed, and the fire was steadily 
eating its way down. 
The two-story 
brick building, west of the Hoffeld & 
Geisler building, was in danger of be- 
ing crushed by falling walls of the for- 
mer building. 
Below Wells street the 
building occupied by Fowler & Sons, is 
a total ruin. 
The stables of the Ameri- 
can Express company are badly damaged 
and the rear portion of the Arlington 
hotel is wrecked. 
The big Hoffeld 
building, 
Nos. 61 to 69 Carroll 
street resisted the flames for two hours, 
the automatic sprinklm drenching tbe 
floors, and the flames made dow pro- 
gress. Slowly but surely, however, the 
flames got the upper hand, and the floors 
began falling one after the other, and 
shortly before 6 o'clock, the big struc- 
ture was in ruins. It proved an effectual 
barrier to the flames however, and pre- 
vented their further progress to the 
west. 


At 6 o'clock, after burning for over 
three hours, the fire was practically un- 
der controL 
East of Wells street, the 
great west wall of Shepard & Co's block 
proved a barrier to the progress of the 
flames in tiiat direction. 
At this hour 
tilie tired firemen were maldag a deter- 
mined 
and 
successful 
struggle 
with 
the 
flames in Fowler A 
Sons bailding. At times the flames 
spread almost across the street, but 
finally the d d u ^ of watw that was 
thrown on the steucture braan to tdl 


aooidentB but none of aaarioos nature. 


The district in which the fire caused 
so mudi havoo is one of the most valu- 
able in the dty. 
The buildings were 
mostly four and six story structures, of 
modem style. The laigeat losses are in- 
volved in the destraction of the Jewett 
building, Root & Keating's, the Broezel 
house, Silby A Holmwood's and the 
Hoffdd buildings. 


An estimate of the total loss, made at 
10 a. m., placed it at $3,000,000. 
Indi- 
vidual figures are not yet obtainable. 


Shortly after 10 o'dock one of the 
walls in the rear of the Arlington house 
fell, burying four men. They are being 
dugout. 


All of the men buried in the ruins of 
falling walls at the Arlington house were 
taken out soon after 11 o'dock. 
Domi- 
nick Marion, of engine No, 10, was dead 
The others were not seriously injured. 


The first man reached in the debris 
was John Most, foreman of engine No. 
9, who was badly bruised and was taken 
to the hospital. 
Seventeen 
persons 
were badly injured during the fire. 


The firemen suffered most and several 
of them have painful bums and other 
injuries. 


The fire is believed to have been 
caused by spontaneous 
combustion 
among the old rags used lor polishing 
the leather. 
About 1,000 people are 
thrown out of employment in the differ- 
ent factories, hotels and stores burned.

PrrrsBtJBo, Feb. 2.—At 1 o'clock this 
afternoon the tow boat Return, lying at 
her wharf in the Allegheny river, ex- 
ploded her boilers, shattmng the boat 
into fragments. The tow boat, Two 
Brothers, iaahed along side, was also 
blown to {uecea and both boats sank at 
once. S^vraml people are known to 
have been killed. One body has hem 
recovered and taken to the morgue.

IREUND AROUSED ! 


Over the Mnhamaa .Tkeaoaeat Ae- 
co»letf to Wat. onBrlea ta the 
Clousel JBII. 


DITBIJIN, Feb. 2.—Oveat indignation 
exists tiuroughout Ireland over the treat- 
ment accorded Mr. Wm. O'Brien 
tiie 
authorities of Clonmel jail, where the 
popular Irish leader is confined. Yes- 
tetdi^ Ur. Thomas Sexton, M. P., tele- 
gmpheA to Mr. Balfour, chief secretary 
for Ireland, that for thirty-six hours he 
had been naked, having been deprived 
of his clothing by his jailors, and that 
he was now speechless from cold and 
exposure. 


He said he learned that the {»ison 
officials had wired Mr. Balfour for in- 
stractions because they considered 
O'Brien's condition critical. Mr. Sex- 
ton therefore urged the chief secretary 
to order the jailors to stop the commis- 
sion of violence towards their prisoner 
instantly and^wamed him that public 
anger was rapidly reaching a point 
when restraint would be impossible. 


Mr. Balfour made no reply to his tele- 
gram, and Mr. Sexton sent a messenger 
to the Vice Royal lodge where Mr. Bal- 
four was, at 2 o'dock this morning. The 
messenger rang the bell several times 
without obtaining any reply. 
Finally 
Mr. Balfour appeared. He called the 
messenger a cur and said that he had no 
answer to send Mr. Sexton. 


He then b u l l ^ a policeman, who 
was on duty near by, for allowing 
I ^ p l e to distosb him. Indignation 
meetings are being arranged everywhere 
in Ireland to protest against the bratali- 
ties of the govermnent to Mr. O'Brien. 


Mr. Balfour said to-day that he did 
not see the messenger sent to him 
last night by Mr. Sexton, but that his 
secretary saw him and sent him away. 


The officials of Clonmel jail deny that 
Mr. O'Brien is speechless. 
They say 
that he was quite well last night and is 
well to-day.

NBWS AT UiSDOH. 


The Standard has a dispatch from Vi- 
enna which says: 
"Prince Rudolph 
inrobably wrote several copies of a letter 
before finely signing the one sent to his 
father. 
His candles had been appar- 
ently burning for four or five hours. 
Once during the night he asked his valet 
about the shooting excursion for the 
next day. 


"The valet'said said it was too early 
then and the prince replied: 
'I wiU 
rest a little more.' 
From the appear- 
ance of the bedroom it seems that he 
arranged the candles and mirror so as 
to guide him in shooting. 
This fact 
precludes the idea of murder. 
Besides 
the letter to his father he wrote a long 
letter to his mother." 


The affected gayety of the prince 
was 
much 
noticed 
lately. 
At 
the opera recently after the emperor 
had left, he gazed with a strange, lost 
expression, regardless of those about 
him. 
The contents of Rudolph's letter 
to his father, which was dated January 
30, were kept secret by the emperor for 
two days, and then were only divulged 
to dear the memory of his son from sus- 
pidons worse than the trath. 


Rudolph had contemplated suidde 
for years. 
When returning from the 
funeral of Ludwig of Bavaria, he said: 
I fear that my end will be as his." 
It is thought that his trouble was 
caused by the absence of an heir. Count 
Wilezek said, when he heard of the 
primoe's death: "I feared he would end 
shooting hirgadL" 


N«w YOBK, Feb. 2.—The Tribune's 
Washington correspondent gives an in- 
teresting interview with a diplomat on 
the significance of Crown Prince Ru- 
dolph's mysterious death. The speaker 
called attention to the equally singular 
circumstances attending the taking off 
of several of Prince Bismarck's enemies 
or persons whom the iron chancellor 
might have reason to will eliminated 
from the European problem.

His 
first official position was that of City 
Attorney of Elmira. 
He was success- 
ively chosen Mayor of Elmira, mem- 
of ^ e Legislature, member of the El- 
mira City Council, Lieutenant Gover- 
nor, and Governor of New York for 
two terms. 
For a number of years Mr. 
Hill was proprietor of 
the Elmira 
D&ily Gazette, the leading Democratic 
paper of Southern New York.

is a relic of the minuet, and if you haveever 
Keen that beuutifu! dance you will remem- 
ber it. 
The }.'entleman jdives his right hand 
upon his heart and bends over very low. 
and, a.s I say, only gentlemen oi tho old 
school, or persons who ilo not know any 
better and try to ape matters with whi<'h 
they are not familiar, adopt this method. 
Tho proper bow of to-day is u far less con- 
spicuous movement. 
The liands should be 
kept at the sides with the arms straight. 
People who are conscious of their arms and 
hands probably will never learn to bow cor- 
rectly. and tliose who have become self- 
posse.ssed in mutters of carriage can usually 
keep their arms at their sides without their 
appearing to be stlfl'or in the way. 
With 
the urms at the sides, the bow of to-day 
should be made by a slight inclination of 
the head. 
There should be just enouirh of 
this forward movement to bo perceptible, 
and no more, for then there would bo 
danger of a burlesque oi tho form of recog- 
nition." 


"Is this method cf bowing tho right one 
to be used when being presented to a lady 
either in tho Itallroom or in a parlor?" 


"Yes. there is only one form. 
When j-ou 
are presented to a laiiy you should make 


evident that she is willing to receive that 
greeting. Those wno are well trained in 
deportment can meet each other in a formal 
way and shake hands without any embar- 
rassing pause or hitch, so quickly do they 
see what is the proper thing to do. 
The 
lady does not bow in the ceremony of in- 
troduction. Her greeting is entirely with 
the expression of 
her face, unless she 
chooses to shake hands. 
There is no rule 
to say whether she shall do so or not. ex- 
cepting that at very formal receptions that 
feature is to be avoided. 
When there are a 
great number of persons to bo introduced

"Is there any reeognized form of greetiuq 
a lady upon the street?" 


"Yes. 
Your well-trained gentleman wi1 
always lift his hat. 
If >Vm were to go out 
ui)on a i>ublic promenade an<l watch th 
people as they pass, you may pnjbably sefl 
a hundred dilTereiit ways by which the gen- 
tlemen in 
the throng greet 
their 
ladt 
friends. 
Some; men simply l)ow, some maki; 
an otr-hand salutation witli the arm with- 
out touching the hat, (others put 
theit 
fingers to the rims of their hats, others tin 
the hat a little forward over tliidr eye:, 
witiiout realiy 
removing it 
from 
theh 
heads, and from this th'-re are all degree« 
to that iibsurd practice tiiat prevaileil ;i fe\v 
years ago of tal;ing the hat ofT au'l rappin;« 
the ehest with it. 
Tliat was a silly fad ano 
is happily entii-ely gone out of stylo. 


"Hie pr<Ji>er form consists in taking thn 
hat by tho forward part of the rim and lift- 
ing it entii-ely clear of the head, but nol 
away from it. 
It may be swung forwanl 
very sligiitly, in order that there may be mt 
stifTness in the salutation, but a good rult! 
to follow would be to eai-ry tlie hat forward 
from the iiead until t!ie back piii-t of tlni 
rim is just above tin; iorehi-ad. no further 
than that. 
Tlie hat should be immediately 
i-e|ii;ieed .inil the arm alloweil to droptothe 
side. ;ind this salutation should be accom- 
l>anii <l, as far as possil)|e. by tiie bow whieh I 
spoki' of Ix'fore. 
Ole' l ule which many men 
who salute 
very graeefnlly do not under- 
st:iml or forget is ; nis: you should always

"There is anoth<;r matter aliout this recog- 
nizing of ladii^s and friends upon the street.

ing l^aek and forward, it is not n^^'Ci ssary to 
raise the hat to them more than onee. 
I; 
you tip the hat every timo yf>u meet th'i 
lady in the sam<^ day. it beeomos an exag- 
gerated reeognition, so that its respectful 
quality is lost, liaising the hat the first t ne« 
you meet your friend is like passing th'i 
time of day. and after that it is mueh bette • 
simply to bow slightly (jr even to smile," 


"Do you ever havtf to teaeh men tho 
proper method <if sitting in chairs?" 


"Yes, tiiar is an important matter, and 
one that displays a man's bad breeiling 
about as qui< kly as anything. 
The wor.si 
you can do when seated is to cross yout 
legs in an ungainly fashion. 
A general rulii 
to follow in such a matter as this is t« avoiil 
making the legs conspicuous, 
it is mucli 
the best plan, therefore, to sit with botli 
your feet st|uarely u[ion tlie floor and CIOSM 
together. 
Your hands m;iy be occupieil 
according to eireum^tances, and if you am 
listening or merely waiting, thev had better 
be laid upon the lap with'Uit being folded."

DRUGS.

C a n be Made. 


Invent or Move. 


Manufactories were lirst built in New 
England to supply the wants of tho 
people who lived in New England. Aa 
other sections of the coiintry became 
settled, New England was called upon 
to supjily them with manufactured 
goods. 
The demand increased until 
New England was unable to furnish 
the desired 
supplies, and factories 
were established nearer the demand. 
As a natural wnseiiuence, the supply, 
once inferior to the demand, has so in- 
creased that manufacturing, to a certain 
extent, in New England, i§ unprofit- 
able. Manufacturers of standard goods 
are moving their establishments 
to 
locations where material is plenty and 
freights reduced to the lowest posaible 
figure. 
As men emigrated forty years 
ago, so must manufacturing concerns 
emigrate now, or they must become 
pioneers in some other direction. 


The manufacturers and mechanics of 
New England must either "go "West" 
and join the common herd, or they 
must go to improving existing methods, 
perfecting new processes, and devising 
means hitherto unknown. 
New Eng- 
land must, as far as manufacturing 
goes, become the leader in invention, 
and make np in brain work what is 
otherwise lost through the natural 
course of events.

The mixing 
up of 
prescriptions 
through which a number of serious re- 
sults Itove recently ensued has called 
renewed attention and interest to the 
subject of drug clerKs' mistakes. 


People in general do not stop to re- 
flect how easily such mistakes may oc- 
cur, nor how little short of marvelous 
it i.s that they do not happen more fre- 
quently. 
A prominent physician of this 
city was recently talking upon this sub- 
ject and said he: 


"It is the most natural thing in the 
world for errors to occur in handling 
drugs and medicines. 
There are many 
medicines aud drugs which, to all out- 
ward appearances are identical, though 
differing widely in character. 
Unless 
the utmost care were taken to keep them 
properly labeled and separated fatal 
mistakes would constantly occur. 
In- 
deed, the great wonder is that they are 
so comparatively infrequent. 


"Another source of danger is the sim- 
ilarity in names of different drugs. 
Take, for instance, wine of opium and 
wine of ipecac. 
Wine of opium is a 
deadly poison, unless taken with tho 
greatest care, while wine of ipecac is 
comparatively inocuous. 
Suppose a 
physician is writing a prescription for 
wine of ipecac. 
Homebody interrupts 
him by asking a question or otherwise. 
He writes wine of opium instead. 
l>is- 
aster will follow. 


"Then the use of the gramme and the 
grain is confusing. 
There are fifteen 
grains in a gramme. Suppose a physi- 
cian intends to write a grain of opium in 
a prescription. 
He writes hurriedly, 
and the symbol for grain looks like that 
for gramme, for they aro much alike. 
The patient, as a result, takes fifteen 
times the amount. 


"Ihon 
there are hydro-.'yanic acid 
and hydrochloric acid. The former is a 
poison, one or two drops being a dose. 
The usual dose of hydrochloric acid is 
from fifteen to twenty drojis. 
Both of 
these acids are tised daily. 
The hydro- 
cviinic,might, io the haste of the 
mo- 
ment, be readily written instead of the 
hydrochloric. 


"There aro almost numberless other 
niedicint'S that might be easily cou- 
fotmded. I chose these illustrations, 
f-ince they are in constant use. 
These 
are the simplest pitfalls that may trap 
the unwary. 


"As a precaution, a prescription is 
very often returned by the drug clerk 
to the physician who wrote it if it ap- 
pears unusual in any respect. 


"The other day a lady whom I know 
swallowed a lot of corrosive sublimate. 
She had not looked at the label on the 
bottle. 
She was rescued with the great- 
est difficulty. 


"The greatest care should be used not 
to take anything from bottles not prop- 
erly labeled. 
Medicines should never 
be taken in the dark. It would be a wisa 
arbitrary law for Congress to pass that 
all bottles containing poisons should be 
made of some distinctive sha;'e, so as to 
be readily distinguif/hable in the dark. 


"Bitter almondi? and sweet almonds 
might readily be confounde l, and the 
bitter almond is poisonous, while tho 
sweet is harmless. 
Such almonds are 
commonly administered 
to 
infants. 
Should tho bitter be given by mistake 
there would l>e a dead baby in less than 
no time. 


"Drug clerks are enjoined from sell- 
ing poison, except on physicians' pre- 
scriptions, but a person intent on sui- 
cide can easily get around that regula- 
tion. 
Several druggists are visited, and 
as much poison bought from each as 
they can be induced to sell; for of course 
they will sell small <|uantities of drng.s, 
like laudanum, which can be taken with 
impunity in small doses. 
The combin- 
ed amount is then swallowed and the 
desired end attained. 


"Ye«, it is very easy for people intent 
on poisoning themselves to accomplish 
their object. 


"As is the case of the drug clerk, but 
to a greater extent, the physician carries 
his reputation in his hand. 
No matter 
how brilliant a record he may have 
achieved during a long term of years, 
should he make an error such as 1 have 
tried to illustrate, his reputation and 
practice would straightway vanish. De- 
spite this sword of Damocles, which is 
constantly suspended over our heads, 
the exercise of our exacting profession 
p*issesses a strange fascination for those 
properly constituted for its practice. If 
this fascination and absorbing interest 
are lacking the physician will not be a 
s u c c e s s . " — Y o r k Worhl.

OOVBSNOB Bkaybb, of Pennsylvania, 
has signed the resolution submitting to 
a vote of the people the proposed 
amendment to the constitution prohibit- 
ing the sale or manufacture of liquor. 


The news that Blaine is very likely 
to be the next secretary of state is not at 
all pleasing to Indiana republicans. 
Even General Harrison's close friends 
were opposed to the man from Maine 
and hoped he could be kept out. 


In a conversation, at New York City, 
Mrs. Harrison was very explicit in her 
announcement that during her reign at 
the white house gentlemen would be 
given the banquet wine, but no woman 
would be allowed to taste liquor in her 
house. 


There is a grand temperance lecture 
in this bit of news. For the week before 
Francis Murphy opened his 
reform 
meetinRS at Muncie the township trus- 
tee paid for maintaining the poor of his 
township $94.25; during the first week 
of the Muphy meetings he paid $70.50. 
The last week, ending January 26, he 
trustee only paid $59.25, making a de- 
crease of $35 in three weeks. 


Mb. W. F. a. Beknhameb, who was 
sentenced to prison with Sim Coy, for 
conspiring to change the tally sheet elec- 
tion retm-ns at Indianapolis, completed 
his sentence yesterday, and if he can 
prove to the federal authorities that he 
cannot pay a fine of $1,000 he will be at 
liberity again. Mr. Bemhamerhas had 
a very ead experience and possibly re- 
alizes that honesty in all things is the 
best policy. 


The commissioner of patents has sent 
to congress his annual report. It shows 
that during the last calendar year there 
were issued to Indiana inventora 494 
patents, or one patent for every 4,004 
persons in the state. 
The per cent, of 
inventive genius ranks highest in Colo- 
rado, there having been one patent is- 
sued to every 820 persons. 
The Dis- 
trict of Columbia comes next, with one 
patent for every 830 persons. 


One of the luxuries of this mild win- 
ter is the large product of eggs. 
The 
American hen seems never to have been 
more industrious during any winter 
campaign. 
In the New York markets 
the average daily receipts this month 
have been 170,090 dozen, and the prices 
of "strictly fresh" have tumbled to fif- 
teen and one-half cents. 
The receipts 
in Chicago are unprecedented as com- 
pared with any former •winter. 


Some stringent measures should be 
taken for the suppression of the younger 
element of thieves now infesting so 
many of the larger cities. Unless the 
truth has been grossly exaggerated or- 
ganized bands of these exist in Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, and even Fort 
Wayne, where they ply their trade with 
even more success than here. 
Whence 
do they come, and is the dime novel re- 
sponsible for them all? Have parents 
done their full duty towards them? 
These are grave questions to answer. 


Mb. John E. SuijMVan, the clerk of 
Marion county, has fled from Indian- 
apolis to escape his defalcations andcon- 
.scquent punishment. In all probability 
he has joined Joseph A. Moore, the in- 
surance embezzler, at Montreal. 
Mr. 
Sullivan took with him, it i^ said, some 
$50,000. 
These revelations from the 
state capital are astonishing. The In- 
dianapolis Sentind 
sayfik that Sullivan 
turns out to be a colossal thief, the 
victims of his rascality being numbered 
by the score, and some of them having 
been reduced 
to absolute 
beggary 
thiough their dealings with him. 
His 
operations appear to have been con- 
ducted, for some months at least, in 
utter disregard of the first principles of 
decency or business honor. 


The achievement of thp Lick tele- 
scope in bringing the moon to within 
sixty miles of the earth, is justly re- 
garded as one of the most important 
events of the age. Wh le the actual 
"trip to the moon" is still unrealizxble 
except with the aid of some sucli highly 
wrought imagination as .Tules Verne's, a 
good many of the pleasures of the trip 
can be enjoyed in a peep thrijugh this 
famous telesoopp. 
Famous, as it is, its 
fame is to be rivaled. Thi Univer.sity 
of Southern CaHfornia is negotiating 
for a tele-scope with 42-inch lensos to be 
erected on one of the moautaia peaks 
near Los Angeles.

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IHDIAXAFOI.IB, Ind., Feb. 2.—Senator 
Banett'innll requiring that night sohools 
be opened in cities with a popular 
tion of more than 15,000 whenever a pe- 
tition for them is signed 
more than 
twenty persons, wasdi6cusse4 by the 
senate again yesterday morning. 
There 
was objection to the bill because it did 
not give trustees the right to decide 
when there is necessity for night schools. 
Senator Barrett, the author of the bill, 
thought that the purpose of the measure 
would not be carried out if it should be 
changed as suggested. 
There had b ^ n 
some objection to it because it might 
change the school enumeration, and by 
counting all persons under thirty years 
of age, who might attend the night 
schools, give to the cities a much larger 
portion of the school fund, but that 
could not be, as an examination of the 
bill would show. Even if it were true, 
however, it would be no 
argument 
against the bill when it is taken into 
consideration that the state should give 
to every person within its borders an 
education. 


Senator Harne«« offered one providing 
that the pupils at the night schools 
should only be such persons as are in 
such circumstances that it is necessary 
for them to work during the day to aid 
in the sui^port of the family. Senator 
Barrett objected to the amendment, be- 
cause it would place upon the pupils the 
stigma of pauperism. Senator Harness 
thought that the objection of Senator 
Barrett to the amendment was not a 
good one. The bill was understood to 
be for the benefit of the poor who could 
not aflford to attend school during the 
day, and the purpose of the amendment 
was to prevent persons from attending 
the school when there was no necessity 
for their doing so. It was not his pur- 
pose to place upon the school the brand 
of poverty, but to prevent abuses of the 
purpose of its creation. The vete on 
the amendmeht was a tie, being 17 to 
17, and the lieutenant governor de- 
cided that the amendment should pre- 
vail. 


In the afternoon an amendment was 
proposed by Senator Johnson specify- 
ing what class of persons should be al- 
lowed to attend the schools, but it was 
rejected by a vote of 16 to 15, after 
which the bill as amended was en- 
grossed. 


To a reporter Mr. Barrett said that 
the bill would never pass with the pan 
I>er amendment attached to it by the re- 
publicans while enough democrats were 
absent to cause a tie. 
On the final bal- 
lot Mr. Harness' amendment would be 
stricken out. 
This bill is receiving the 
support of workingmen. 
Mr. Barrett 
has received letters from all over the 
state indorsing the bill. 
The republi- 
can senators will probably hear from 
their constituents before the third read- 
ing of the bill is reached. 


Sesnlon of tike B o u s e . 


The session of the house, yesterday, 
was occupied in hearing committee re- 
poi-ts, and considering bills on second 
reading. 
Nothing of importance was 
done. The committee on elections pre- 
sented a report on the Peyton-John con- 
test, but without being read, it was 
made a special order of business for 
Monday afternoon. 
The bill of Repre- 
sentative Loop, requiring that the effects 
of alcoholic stimulants on the human 
system shall be taught in the public 
schools, was indefinitely postponed, on 
a strict party vote. 
The bill increasing 
the pay of prison officers was engrossed. 
It makes the salary of the warden $2,- 
500, of the deputy warden $1,200, of the 
moral instructor $1,000, and the clerk 
$1,200. Mr. Stull's bill amending sec- 
tion 2,117 of the revised statutes was in- 
definitely postponed.

"Mr. Barrett, who had remained quiet 
during the whole debate, explained to 
Mr. Johnson the reason for not enteiring 
into the discussion. He said that during 
the campaign he had advocated a reduc- 
tion of the surplus, and as he discovered 
in the morning that the senator from 
Wayne had a surplus of wind he thought 
he would give that surplus—the surplus 
of pent-up wind—a chance to escape. 
The senator from Wayne had cited the 
acts of Cleveland in vetoing pension 
bills, but did not have the courage to 
name a single veto that had not met his 
own approval. The fraudulent pension 
claimant was like the senator from 
Waynes—a pretender. The senator pre- 
tends to be a friend of the soldier, for 
mere political buncombe, but the fraud- 
ulent pension claimant for boodle.

His vote against the soldier 
had been burning in his soul, and he 
had been uneasy for the past week, wait- 
ing for a chance to apologize to the 
soldiers. He said that two years ago 
Mr. Johnson had boasted of having 
voted against a union soldier for gover- 
nor, Gen. Tom Browne. 
"How does it 
come that the republicans of Wayne 
county have sent the present senator to 
represent them instead of a gallant 
union soldier? How does it come that 
the senator from Wayne did not decline 
in favor of the dear old soldier for 
which he is talking so much now. 


He then paid his respects to the sena- 
tor from Elkhart, who during the de- 
bate had charged that in the democratic 
county of Allen a democratic conven- 
tion had declared the war a failure and 
contained organizations to resist the 
the government. 
He denounced the 
charge false, and said that during a 
residence of thirteen years among the 
people of that good county, who had 
given Cleveland 4,236 majority, he had 
never heard such a charge made; that 
Allen county had the second largest O. 
A. B. post, and the majority of that post 
are democrats. To the charge that union 
soldiers had received nothing but bul- 
lets from the hands of democrats, he 
asked the senator from Elkhart what the 
union soldier had received from the 
cowardly guerrilla Mosby, appointed 
consul to Hong Kong by a republican 
president; from Longstreet and Key, 
and Chalmers, and Mahone, who are 
now high in authority in the republican 
party. 
The friends of the rebel and re- 
pudiator, Mahone, were in the city the 
other day urging him to a place in the 
cabinet of the gentleman who had won 
his 
chief distinction in the unim- 
portant battle of Besaca and Peach Tree 
creek.

IhHlUng Kjeperltfttee of a Bimier in JnStm 
with a Deadly Conatrietor. 


A writer In the Statesman, 
of India, 
signing himself R. M., who was once 
head of the Grown Lands Department, 
in the colony of Trinidad, says: 
In 
company with a half-breed, who com- 
bined the vocations of woodman and 
hunter, I stumbled suddenly on a large 
specimen of the crotalus mutus, slowly 
winding its way among the leaf debris ol 
the forest. For some time it was diffi- 
cult to discern the scaly folds of the 
snake through the brown mass of de- 
caying folii^e, but having reached a 
clear spot, the reptile coiled around a 
low stump and prepared for action.

On the 
land this makes very little difference in 
business affairs, except in the matter oi 
telegrams. 


To illustrate: The difference between 
time in Liverpool and New York ii 
about five hours, so that a telegram 
sent from Liverpool at noon will arrive 
in New York shortly after 7 in the 
morning, not allowing for delays. 


Usually, the great boat races between 
Oxford and Cambridge are rowed about 
4 p. m., and we hear the result at noon. 
San Francisco is eight hours in sun time 
from England, and in consequence the 
Califomia papers can publish at 6 a. m. 
news of happenings in England and the 
continent at 2 p. tl. of the same day. 


This is interesting but puzzling, es- 
pecially to navigators, and in order to 
p/event loss of reckoning it became nec- 
essary to fix on some particular spot 
where the astronomical or nautical day 
should begin. 


According to the way in which this 
arrangement is now carried out, the 
first land tlmt the new day dawns upon 
is Easter Island, about two hundred and 
thirty miles west of the coast of Chili, 
South America. 
That is to say, the 
2d of July breaks here within a few 
hours of the 1st, having broken on the 
American coast to the east, and the two 
days run on alongside—the second in 
Easter Island and places west, the first 
in all places on the American continent. 


We may, therefore, realize this idea— 
that at 7:20 o'clock any morning in 
Great Britain, or at noon in Philadel- 
phia, the next day is c<mimencing in the 
world, and is to be found at this little 
island in the Pacific Ocean, whence in 
due course of time it will travel round 
to us. 


But to have thus the start of the 
world is not an unmitigated advantage 
to these islaijden?. 
Suppose one of 
them sails east to America, what is the 
result? 
He will find that they keep 
the day there under a different date, 
and he will'have to reckon one day in his 
calendar twice over to put himself right 
with their notions. 


On the other hand if an American 
crosses from east to west this wOnderful 
magic line where the day begins, he 
will find the dates in this fresh part of 
¿he world are one in advance of him, and 
he must needs strike a day out of his cal- 
dar to keep up with the times. 


Tliis fact was curiously illustrated in 
the case of Magellan, the Portuguese 
Captain, who sailed around the world 
from east to west in 1522, and liaving 
crossed the magic line of "day birth" in 
his wanderings, his calendar became, of 
course, a day in arrear. 
The sailors 
were completely ignorant of this, and 
finding, on landing at home, that their 
Sabbath was falling on a Monday, they 
accused one another of tampering with 
the reckoning. 


It was not for some time that the 
true and simple explanation of the won- 
derful loss of time was discovered.—

üvinff and Klllinic Cattle—Old 
and New Methods. 


In «li seasons of the year, in all hours 
of the day and night, a stream of live 
'"•took is flowing over a sccre of roads to 
Olioago. Arrived at the yards the cattle 
-«n consigned to their pens and the hogs 
to their.«, where tbey wait with indiffer- 
ence to fate for an Eastern buyer or a 
Chicago Ijutterine or lard maker. If the 
cattle are pnrcliased for killinsr hero they 
«re driven through tlie narrow streets of 
that busit'Bt of marts and into an entry, 
where they strtud with heads all one 
way, closely pressed side by side. 
Just 
orer their l^acks runs a flooring which 
supports il stalwart executioner armed 
with a sle lge. 
He picks out the beast 
he wants to kill, marks the spot in the 
forehead just below his feet, where the 
blow must fall, and tlien strikes easily 
and quickly and shoulders his hammer 
again. 
• It is probable that politicians bor- 
rowed the phrase "dull thud" fioin the 
slaughter house, for nothing else de- 
scribes the stroke that ends all bovine 
sensibility. 
In an instant a man who 
has hovered-on the flank of the herd 
prisons the heel of the fallen steer in a 
clamp, and the power of steam is in- 
voked to lift the carcass high in the air. 
Hanging there, head downward, still al- 
most motionless from the stunning ef- 
fects of that blow, a sharp knife is 
drawn across the throat, plunged a little 
way into that dark recess which the 
rude anatomist there knows best, and 
red blood spouts out in a torrent. 
Very 
short shriving, indeed, the beef gets,for 
as you stand and watüh a moment the 
hide is, strijaped off, the head and feet 
go into retirement and two nicely dressed 
halves, carefully cleaned, are pushed 
along on the only elevated railroad Chi- 
cago can boast of, aud into the dark 
chambers where the low tempirature 
prepares thera for further carving. 


But if the beef animals do go without 
complaint to their fate, the hogs feel 
under no obligation to follow the exam- 
ple, and protest with a most vigorous 
chrous of squeals at every step of the 
way. 
But their native stubbornness is 
finally conquered when they are crowded 
upon the !ust floor their reluctant feet 
will ever press, aud they feel one leg 
caught by a hook which resists all their 
kicking. 
Steam power here, as in the 
beef slaughter house, raises the animal 
high in the air, aud he .starts on his last 
ride—squealing aud struggling to the 
last. 
One after another is caught, lifted, 
and shoved along hea l downward in 
procession past as mi'id a niaiinerod man 
as ever cut u throat, nml swing on, still 
struggling and 
scjuea'ing, but 
now ; 
bleedinpr. t-» the hot-water vat. 
II" a pig 
is right lively lie can die l)y the time iiis 
shackles !oo>cii and he drops into the : 
scalding fluid, but no timei.s wasted on 
his account, and if he doesn't want to 
die he doesn't need to, but is given a 
header and poled down s.ream to the 
scraper. 


Do yuu remember butcl ering time on 
the facm : Can you recollect the scaf- 
fold the men rigged upou the bob-si.'ds, : 
with a barrel of hot water at the side 
.•Can you see a'^ain the picture of that 
sousing—that heaving out and s -using 
again—the hog was treated toi 
And 
then do the violent scrapings with the 
old iron candle-sticks come l)aek to you ? 
How proud the family were when th y 
had swung np nine hogs in a day, and 
how paintully wearj' every one was; and 
howdeligiitfully greasy everything was, 
from the front gate to the bars of the 
woods pastnre. 


Well, th<i hog that falls into the hands 
-of these modern butchers gets rqjid j 
transit that would paralyze his rural 
ancestor, and lloats from tlie scalding 
vat out upon a revolving street-sweeping 
sort of a m.achiiie that takes oil" his stub- 
born coat o; hair in a moment and sends 
him naked into the world for the rirst 
time. 
Froin here to the table where he ; 
is delivered in convenient pieces of 
shoulder, ham, and side meat, the hog 
travels fastt-r tlian he ever did on foot, ^ 
and is at last deposited in a great re- 
frigerator, neatly corded up with a 
thousand meri) like him, ready for sale. 


But the man who has brought the 
mixed train of cattle and hogs lias no 
interest in the fate of his shipment b 
yond the office of the commission house 
that handles his goods, and after settle- 
ment with them, he gathers his helpers 
and his guests about him and plunges 
boldly down-town. 
Here the merchant ; 
lays in his stock of goijds, and all ride ' 
home together in a parlor car, quite 
satisfied that the mysteries of the great 
city have been solved. 
Humble as they I 
are, they and their kind brought to 
Chicago in 1888 a total of over two and 


half million cattle and four and three- 
quarter million head of hogs. 
Besides 
these some ten thousand head of calves 
and one and a half million sheep.— 
Chimgo Ihnild.

had a new flavor to his palate. 


Another pasture mamal, though he is 
also a denizen of the meadow, and was 
christened in the cops-e, is the Avood- 
clmck. 
He is not to be lured by the 
wiles of civilization; he takes kindly to 
its fruits, but will none of its yoke. 
I 
held an interview, brief but half inti-

the State. 
The road pays to its officers 
and employees a dividend, the president 
alone being excepted. 
In oi di-r to ob- 
tiiin this dividend, the empl )yecs or 
officials, must have bean five years in 
continuous service of the road. 
The 
way in which the mi.tter is arianged is 
for the board of directors to declare div- 
idenils on the amount of salary received 
by each servant of the road as if that 
sum represi-nted, not a salary, but an 
amouiit of stock of the road. There are 
also provisions made for employees, who 
shall be injured in the service of the 
road, and also for them who retire after 
twenty years continuous service. 
The 
plan lias not been in operation two 
years yet, but it is regarded as suc- 
cessful. The employees iavor it ar.d 
th(i stockhclders also. 
Such ¡iliins cer- 
tainly closely identify the interests of 
capital with those ui' labor and thus 
serve a useful purpose.

Killing Calile For a Native F e a s t - 
Decorations of the Warriors. 


A dozen magnificent long-horned cat- 
tle were run into the kraal and several 
stalwart warriors followed them in, as- 
gegais in hand. 
Crowding the cattle in 
a bunch up against .the wall, ea^h war- 
rior singled out a victim and with a 
mighty thrust plunged the keen, bright 
UiMe right into the animal's heart. 
Generally speaking, the one swift, sure 
stroke was sulKcient. But in two or 
three cases the stricken animals avoid- 
ed the death thrust and, goaded to mad- 
ness by the deep wound, made matters 
exceedingly lively for the Zulus for the 
next minute, chasing them frantically 
about the kraal until some well-hurlel 
r assegai brought them to earth.

In 
I complexion they are mostly of a light 
i copper color, though some fire shades 
darker and a few nearly white. 
Tlieir 
features are expressive, and are illum- 
ined by dark lustrous eyes, that laugh 
and talk in a language of their own. 
Their diet is almo.st purely Vegetarian, 
and fruits form the principal part. 
The 
women are usually handsome and well 
des'eloped, and are possessed of a natural 
grace that would be the envy of the girls 
of our land. 
They are, as a class, vir- 
tuous and retiring. 
Of course the cli- 
inate prohibits the use of superfluous 
clothing, and the Samoan belle is not 
usa! 
¡y clothed as extensively as she might 
be, but nevertheless the "lava-lava," or 
colored scarf, which most women wear 
is hastily drawn around the form when 
fereign eyes are near. 
Tliey are gener- 
ous, and affectionate in disposition, and, 
' it is said, make good wives and mothers. 
Many of them are married to white set- 
tlers, and are regular attendants at the 
pretty Catholic church on Sunday.-jj

form, with pointed, thatched roofsj and 
unprotected sides, except in cases where 
the iiSdnsiry and^Renuity of the wife

I are all lighted by electricity: its street 
I cars are run by the same force, and a 
good deal of its rtiachineiy is driven by 
the same power. 
Scrnnton is not yet 
twenty-three years old as a city, havino; 
^ been incorporated Aprii 23, 18GG, and 
! it claims a population of 0.5,000, while 
I some of its more sanguine citizens say 
j the population will not fall short of 
! 100,000. The street railway franchises 
! of Scranton were recently purchased 
and reorganized by a syndicate of New 
York capitali.sts, and since the sale all 
the horses were discarded and electrici- 
ty substituted. 


Di'rin'g the l ast year encouraging 
progress has b^en made in the work of 
causing tlie substitution of automatic 
couplers for the old link-and-pin coupler 
on railroad trains. 
It is estimated that 
more than 500 employees are killed every 
year while using the ol.l coupleis, and 
that ten times as many are severely in- 
jured. After thoroush investigation and 
dicussion the Master ("av Huilding As- 
sociation recommended the use of a cer- 
tain type of automatic coupkr as a 
standard. One railway syst-.-m control- 
ing more than 2,500 miles of road has 
re--ently ordered that all new cars shall 
be equipped with couplers of this type. 
The Railrond Gazette, says that the type 
"is now in a form so perfect and its ad- 
vantages over all other types aie so 
widely acknowledged that its use has he- 
come rather a commercial question than 
a technical one."

The exact date of the introdnction of 
the "cat" in Delaware is not known, 
but, accoiding to th(i records, a whip- 
ping post in eonnectidi with a small jail 
or citj'prison,was er<'cted in Wilmington 
in April, 174':». At that time ti.e bor- 
ough was eonsid-'iablj- annoyed by \a-

The prison, or 
"cage," 
sometimes 
called

house," was a smnll one story brick 
building, 
and 8 i'eet in height. 


The structure must have been very odd 
looking, as it had no windows or chim- 
neys, and the only nioile oi heating was 
byburning wood in a:i earthen dish in the 
building. 
It was not intended to with- 
stand attack, for in 17'.i2 a sailor who 
was iniiarcerated therein was rescued by 
four or five of his compa-iions who bat- 
tered in tho door with spiles in the pres- 
ence of the officers. The whipping post 
connected therewith was used in connec- 
tion with imprisonment for punishing 
various olTences. 


IMany changi'S in the statutes have 
bren made since the time of William 
Penn, but nevtr has there lx?en an at- 
tempt to wipe the post out of existence. 


The criminal who is to be whippeil 
has his hands clasped in irons above his 
head to the post, while the rest of his 
body is at "perfect liberty." The back 
is laid bare, and tho "Ciit-o"-nine-tails" 
—a whip with nine cow-hide lashes—is 
then vigorously applied by tho Sherift 
of the county as many times as has been 
specified by the Court, this being grad- 
uated according to the grade of the 
crime. 
Many a time the bio'xl is drawn 
with every lash, and frequently when 
the Sherili has completed the operation 
the criminal is covered with blood from 
head to foot, while the ground and post 
round about bear the stains which, had 
they the i^ower of speech, could relate 
many heart-rending taKs. 
Some i-ul- 
prits sijnirm and twist into all imaginary 
shapes, while others never fiiiich. 


Four criminal courts are held in New 
Castle county annualh', while each of 
the ether two counties have two sessions 
a year, and on the Saturday following 
each term the whippings take place. 
Tho post is out of door.s, and the day set 
apart for the whippings is a sort of semi- 
holiday in the country town where they 
take place.—JV".

To Kipen Cream. 


Submerge the milk direct from the 
cow in ice water. 
Skim every ten or 
twelve hours, place the cream of 
the 
morning in a covered vat,and when the 
cream of the evening is mixed with it, 
stir in the starter so that all three will 
be well mixed (after that no stirring 
must be done). 
Cover up the cream 
vat for twelve hours, in a temperature 
of GOo to 
when the cream will ba 
ready for churning. 


The starter is to be made fresh every 
day in this way: take one, two, or more 
gallons of öweet skimmed milk direct 
from a Couley can that has been sub- 
merged, heat the can to 'iOo in a water 
bath, keeping it well stirred during the 
process of heating. 
As soon as it has 
reatdied the temperature of 'JO^^ cover it 
up tight and place in a temperature of 
Gu'-'. It may be ready for use in about 
twenty-four hours. 


The (juantity required for use will be 
the same (¡uantity of milk every day, 
and will easily be'determined Vy experi- 
ment. 
A very small measure 
will be 
sxdHcient,provided the i>bove conditions 
are secured. I would add that this is no 
longer an experiment with me, having 
been in constant use for four sua->ons of 
the year. 
Before adopting this plan, 
we experimented with several different 
kinds of acids, including t!ie lactic acid 
of commerce, and while we found it not 
difficult to produce the acidity requisite 
to make b itter, we in every case de- 
stroyed the fine aroma necessary to 
good work. 


The quality of the batter depends not 
in the ammint of acidity produced in 
the cream, bat rather npon the peculiar 
tbe cream.

Yicq-d'Azyr. 
He and I together con- 
sidered what precautions it would be 
necessary to take. 
He relied to a great 
extent on the Queen's extreme abstemi- 
ousness, but advised me always to have 
within reach a bottle of sweet oil of al- 
monds, which I was to renew from time 
to time ; this oil and milk being, as is 
well known, the surest antidote for the 
irritation caitsed by corrosive poisons. 
One of the Queen's habits particularly 
disturbed her physician. 
Powdered 
sugar was always to be found in her 
dressing-room, and freqiiently, without 
calling an attendant, she would put some 
spoonfuls into a "tumbler of water when 
she wished to drink. 


"It was agreed that I should pound a 
large quantity of sugar privately ; that I 
should always carry some boxes in my 
bag, and three or four times a day, whea 
I happened to be.in Her Majesty's room, 
should substitute fresh sugar for that in 
the sugar dish.

Domitian, the Roman Emperor, had in 
his realm a troublesome evangelist who 
would keep preaching, and BO he exiled 
him to a barren island, aa now the Bus- 
sians exile convicts to Siberia, or as 
sometimes the English goverment used 
to B e n d prisoners to Australia. The is- 
land I speak of is now called Patmos, and 
is so barren and unproductive that its 
inhabitants live by fishing. 


But one day the evangelist of whom I 
speak, B i t t i n g a t the month of a cavern 
on the hill B i d e , and perhaps half asleep 
under the drone of the sea, has a super- 
natural dream, and before him pass, as 
in panorama, time and eternity. 
Among 
the strange things he saw was an angel 
with a little book in his hand, and in 
bis dream the evangelist asked for this 
little book, and the angel gave it to him 
and told him to eat it up. As in a dream 
things are sometimes incongruous, the 
evangelist took the little book and ate 
it up. The angel told him beforehand 
that it would be very sweet in the mouth, 
but afterward he would be troubled with 
indigestion. True enough, the evangel- 
ist devours the book, and it becomes to 
h i m a s w e e t n e s s during the m a s t i c a t i o n , 
but afterward a physical bitterness. 


Who the angel was and what the book 
was no one can tell. The commentators 
do not agree, and 1 shall take no re- 
sponsibility of interpretation, but will 
tell yon that it suggests to me the little 
book of creeds which skeptics take and 
chew up and find a very luscious morsel 
to their witticism, but after a while it is 
to them a great distress. The angel of 
the church hands out this little book of 
evangelism, and the antagonists of the 
Christian church take it and eat it up, 
and it makes them smile at first, but 
afterward it is to them a dire dyspepsia. 


All intelligent people have* creeds— 
that is, favorite theories which they 
have adopted. Political creeds—that is, 
theories about tarilt, about 
finance, 
about civil service, about goveruuieut. 
Social creeds—that is, theories about 
manners and customs and good neigh- 
borhood. 
iEstheticiil creeds—that is, 
theories about tapestry, about bric-a- 
brac, about styles of ornamentation, 
lleligious creeds—that is, theories about 
the Deity, about the soul, about the 
great future. The only being who has 
no creed about anything is the idiot. 
This scoiBng against creeds is always a 
sign of protouud ignorance on the part 
of the scoffer, for he has himself a hun- 
dred creeds in regard to other things. 
In our time the beliefs of evangel- 
istic churches are under a fusillade of 
caricature and misrepresentation. 
Men 
set up what they call orthodox faith, and 
then they rake it with the mtisketry of 
their denunciation. 
They falsify what 
the Christian churches believe. 
They 
take evangelical doctrines and set them 
in a harsh and repulsive way, and put 
them out of the association with other 
truths. They are like a mad anatomist 
who, desiring to tell what a man is, dis- 
sects a human body and hangs up in one 
place the heart, and in another place 
an ankle bone, and says that is a man. 
They are only fragments of a man 
wrenched out of their God-appointed 
places. 


Evangelical religion is a healthy, pym- 
metrical, well-jointed, roseate, boniul- 
ing life, and the scalpel and the dis- 
secting knife of the infidel or the athe- 
ist cannot tell you what it is. Evanprel- 
ical religion is as diliercnt from what it 
is represented to be by these ent^mies 
as the scarecrow which a farmer puts in 
the cornficld to keep off the ravens is 
different from the farmer himself. 


For instance, these enemies of evan- 
gelism say that the Presbyterian Church 
believes that God is a savage sovereign, 
and that he made some men just to damn 
them, and that there are infants in hell 
a span long. These old slanders come 
down from generation to generation. 
The Presbyterian Church believes no 
such thing. The Presbyterian Church 
believes that God is a loving and just 
sovereign, and that we are free agents. 
"No, no! that cannot be," says these men 
who have chewed up the creed and have 
the consequent 
embittered stomachs. 
"That is impossible; if God is a sover- 
eign, we can't.be free agents." Why, my 
friends, we admit this in every other di- 
rection. I, Do Witt Talmage, am a free 
citizen of Brooklyn. I go when I please 
and I come when I please, but 1 have at 
least four sovereigns. The church court 
of our denomination; that is my ecclcsi- 
astical sovereign. The Mavor of this 


So the Episeopalian Chureb is mis« 
represented oy the enemies of cnrangel- 
ism. They say that church subititntes 
forms and ceremonies for heart religion» 
and it is all a matter of liturgy and gen> 
nflexion. False again. All Episcopa* 
lians will tell you that the forms and 
creeds of their church are worse than 
nothing unless the ho.-^rt go with them. 


So also the Baptist Church has been 
misrepresented. 
The enemies of evan- 
gelism say the Baptist Church believes 
that unless a man is immersed he will 
never get into Heaven. False again. 
All the Baptists, close communion and 
open commnnion, believe that if a man 
accept the Lord Jesus Christ he will be 
saved, whether he be baptized by one 
drop of water on the forehead, or be 
plunged into the Ohio or Susquehanna, 
although immersion is the only gate 
by which one enters their earthly com- 
mnnion. 


The enemies of evangelism also mis- 
represent the Methodist Church. 
They 
say the Methodist Church believes that 
a man can convert himself, and that 
conversion in that church is a temporary 
emotion, and that all a man has to do is 
to kneel down at the altar and feel bad 
and then the minister pats him on the 
back and says: "It is all right," and 
that is all there is of it. False again. 
The Methodist Church believes that the 
Holy Ghost alone can convert a heart, 
and in that church conversion is an 
earthquake of conviction and a sunburst 
of pardon. And as to mere "temporary 
emotion," I wish we all had more of the 
"temporary 
emotion" 
which 
lasted 
Bishop Janes and Matthews Simpson 
for a half century, keeping them on fire 
for God, until their holy enthusiasm 
consumed their bodies. 


So all the evangelical denominations 
are misrepresented. 
And then these 
enemies of evangelism go on and hold 
up the great doctrines of Christian 
churches as absrird, dry, and inexplica- 
ble technicalities. "There is your doc- 
trine of the Trinity," they say. "Absurd 
beyond all bounds. The idea that there 
is a God in three persons! Impossible! 
If it is one God it can't be three, and if 
there are three they can't be one." At 
the same time all of us—they with us— 
acknowledge trinities all around us. 
Trinity in our own make up—body, 
mind, soul. Body, with which we move, 
mind with which we think, soul with 
which we love. Three, yet one man. 
Trinity in the air—light, heat, moisture 
—yet one atmosphere. Trinity in the 
court-room—three judges on the bench, 
but one court. Trinities all around 
aboat us. iu earthly government and in 
nature. Of course, all the illustrations 
are defective for the reason that the 
natural 
cannot fully illustrate 
the 
spiritnal. But 
suppose 
an ignorant 
man should come up to a chemist and 
say: "I deny what you say about the 
water and about the air; they are not 
made of different parts. The air is one; 
I breath it every day. The water is one; 
I drink it every day. You can't deceive 
me about the elements that go to make 
up the air and the water." The chemist 
would say: 
"You come up into my 
laboratory and I will demonstrate the 
whole thing to you." 
The ignorant 
man goes into the chemist's laboratory, 
and sees for himself. He learns that 
the water is one and the air is one, but 
they are made up of different parts. 
So 
here is a man who says: "I can't under- 
stand the doctrine of the Trinity." God 
says: 
"You come up here into the 
laboratory after your death, and you 
will see—you will see it explained, you 
will see it demonstrated." The ignorant 
man cannot understand the chemistry of 
the water and the air until he goes into 
the laboratory, and we will never under- 
stand the Trinity until we 
go into 
Heaven. The ignorance of the man 
who cannot understand the chemistry 
of the air and water does not change the 
fact in regard to the composition of air 
and water. Because we cannot under- 
stand the Trinity, does that change the 
fact? 


"And there is your absurd doctrine 
about justification by faith," says these 
antagonists who have chewed up the 
little book of evangelism, and have the 
consequent embittered stomach—"justi- 
fication by faith; you can't explain it." 
I can explain it. 
It is simply this: 
When a man takes the Lord Jesus Christ 
as hie Saviour from siu, God lets the of- 
fender off. Just as you have a differ- 
ence with some one; he has injured you; 
he apologizes, or he makes reparation; 
you say: "Now that's all right, that's 
all right. "Justification by faith is this: 
A man takes Jesus Christ as his Saviour, 
and God says to the man: "Now, it was 
all wrong before, biit it is all right now; 
it is all right." 
That was what made 
Martin Luther what he was. 
Justifica- 
tion by faith, is going to conquer all 
nations. 


"There i« your absurd doctrine about 
regeneration,"

What is regeneration? 
Why, regeneration is 
reconstruction. 
Anybody can understand that. 
Have 
you not seen people who are all made 
over again by some wonderful influence?

loaded up with siu and death loaded up 
with life. Pi,etitted. 
Your observation 
has been very small indeed if you have 
not seen changes in character as radical 
as that. 


A man came into this church one 
night, and he was intoxicated, and at 
an utterance of the pulpit he said iu a 


oranf^jes and bananas—if I want to go 
there, I could. I am free to go. If I 
want to go over to Hoboken and leap 
into a furnace of an oil factory, if I 
want to jump from the platform of the 
Philadelphia express train, if I want to 
leap from Brooklyn bridge, I may. 
But 
suppose I should go to-morrow and leap 
into the furnace at Hoboken, who would 
be to blame? That is all there is about 
sovereignty and free agency. God rules 
and reigns, and He has conservatories 
and He has blast furnaces. It you want 
to walk in the gardens, walk there. If 
yon want to leap in the furnaces you 
may. 


Suppose now a man had a charmed 
kfey with which he could open all the 
jails, and he should open Raymond 
Street jail and the New York Tombs and 
all the prisons on the continent. 
In 
three weeks what kind of a country 
would this be? all the inmates turned 
out of those prisons and penitentiaries. 
Suppose all the reprobates, the bad 
spirits, the outrageous spirits, should 
be turned into 
the New Jerusalem. 
Why, the next morning the gates of 
Î 
iearl would be found off binge, the 
inchpin would be gone out of the 
chariot wheels, the "house of many man- 
sions" would be burglarized. 
Assault 
and batteiy, arson, libertinism and as- 
sassination would reside in the capital 
of the skies. Angels of God would be 
insulted on the streets. Hearen would 
be a dead failure if tbere were ^o great 
lockup. If all people without regard 
to their character when they leare this 
world go right into glory—I wonder if in 
the templs of the skies Charles Outteau 
and Jobft WiUtss Booth oeeupy tbe same

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shoulder and said: "You must be silent, 
or you must go out," The next night that 
stranger came, and he was converted to 
God. He was in the liquor business. 
He resigned the business. The next 
day he sent back the samples that had 
just been sent him. He began to love 
that which he bated. I baptized him by 
immersion in the baptistry under this 
platform. A large salary was offered 
him if he would return to his former 
business. He declined it. He would 
rather suffer with Jesus Christ than be 
prospered in the w orld. He wrote home 
a letter to his Christian mother. The 
Christian mother wrote back congratu- 
lating him, and said: "If in the change 
of your business you have lack of means 
come home; you are always welcome 
home." He told of his conversion to a 
dissolute companion. 
The 
dissolute 
companion said: "Well, if you have be- 
come a Christian, you had better go over 
and talk to that dying girl. She is dy- 
ing with quick consumption in that 
house." The new convert went there. 
All the surrundings were dissolute. He 
told the dying girl that Jesus would 
save her. * "Ob, 
said she, "that can't 
be, that can't be! What makes you 
think so?" "I have it here in a book in 
my pocket," he replied. He pulled out 
a New Testament. She said: "Show it 
to me; if I can be saved, show it to me 
in that book." He said: "I hare neg- 
lected this book as you have neglected 
it for many years, and I don't know 
where to find it, but I know it is some- 
where between the lids." The he began 
to turn over the leaves, and strange and 
beautiful to sar, bis eye struck upon 
this passage: "Neither do I condemn 
tbee; go ana sin no mors."

If 
there are any dxy* husks of teohnicalitj 
in that, where are they? All made orei 
again by the power of the grace of God. 


A few years ago a ship captain came 
in here and sat yonder under the gal- 
lery. He came in with a contempt foi 
the church of Ood and with an especial 
dislike for Talmage. When an oppor- 
tunity was given he arose for prayer, 
and as he was more than six feet high, 
when he arose for prayer no one doubted 
that be arose! That hour he became a 
Chrigtian. He went out and told the 
ship owners and the ship commanders 
what a great change had been wrought 
in him, and scores and scores have been 
brought to Qod through his instrumen- 
tality. 


A little while after his conversion he 
was on ship off Cape Hatteras in a thick 
and prolonged fog, and they were at 
their wits' ends and knew not what to 
do, the ship drifting about hither and 
thither, and they lost their bearings; 
and the converted sea captain went to 
bis room and asked God for the salva- 
tion of the ship, and God revealed it to 
him while he was on his knees that at a 
certain hour, only a little way off, the 
fog would lift; and the converted sea 
captain came out on the deck and told 
how God heard his prayers. He said: 
"It is all right, boys; very soon now the 
fog will lift," mentioning the hour. A 
man who stood there laughed aloud in 
derision at the idea that God would an- 
swer prayer; but at just the hour when 
God had assured the captain the fog 
would lift there came a flosh of light- 
ning through the fog, and the man who 
had jeered and laughed was stunned and 
fell to the deck. The fog lifted. Yon- 
der was Cape Hatteras 
light-house. 
The ship was put on the right course, 
and sailed on to the harbor of safety. 


When in seaport the captain spends 
most of his time in evangelical work. 
He kneels down by one who has been 
helpless in the bed for many months, 
and the next day she walks forth in the 
streets well. He kneels beside one who 
has long been decrepit, and he resigns 
the crutches. He kneels beside one who 
had not seen enough to be able to read 
for ten years, and she reads the Bible 
that day. Consumptions go away, and 
those who had diseases that were ap- 
palling to behold come up to rapid con- 
valescence and to complete health. 
I 
am not telling you anything second- 
handed. I have had the story from the 
lips of the patients in this very house, 
those who were brought to health of 
body while at the same time brought to 
God. 
No second-hand story this. 
I 
have heard the testimony from men and 
women who have been cured. You may 
call it faith cure, or you may call it the 
power of God coming down in answer 
to prayer; I do not care what you call it, 
it is a fact. The scoffing sea captain, 
his heart full of hatred for Christianity, 
now becomes a follower of the meek and 
lowly Jesus, giving all the time to evan- 
gelical labors, or all the time he can 
spare from other occupations. 
That is 
regeneration; that is regeneration. 
Man 
all made over again. 


A young lady in one of the literary in- 
stitutions was a teacher. 
She was very 
reticent and retired in her habits, and 
she formed no companionships in the 
new position she occ'upied, and her 
drees was very plain—sometimes it was 
very shabby. After a while she was dis- 
charged from the place for that reason, 
but no reason was given. In answer to 
the letter discharging her from the posi- 
tion, she said: "Well, if I have failed 
to please, I Buppose it »is my own 
fault." She went here and there for 
employment, and found none, and in 
desperation and in dementia she ended 
her life by suicide. 
Investigation was 
made and it was found that out of her 
small means she had supported 
her 
father, 80 years of age, and was paying 
the way for her brother in Yale College 
on his way to the ministry. 
It was 
found that she had no blanket on the 
bed that winter, aud she had no fire on 
the very coldest day of all the season. 
People found it out, and there was a 
largo gathering at the funeral, 
the 
largest ever at any funeral in that place, 
and the very people who had scoffed 
came and looked upon the pale face of 
the martyr, and all honor was done her; 
but it was too late. Vicarious sacrifice. 
All are thrilled with such instances as 
that. But many are not moved by the 
fact that Christ paid his poverty for our 
riches, his self-abnegation for our en- 
thronement, and knelt on the sharp 
edges of hiimiliation that we might 
climb over his lacerated shoulder into 
peace and Heaven. 


Be it ours to admire aud adore these 
doctrines at which others jeer. Oh, the 
depths of the riches both of the wisdom 
and knowledge of God! How unsearch- 
able is His wisdom, and His ways are 
past finding out! Oh, the height, the 
depth, the length, the breadth, the in- 
finity, the immensity, the eternity of 
that love. Let our earnest prayers go 
out in behalf of all those who scoff at 
these doctrines of grace. When the 
London plague was raging, in the year 
l(i(>5, there was a hotel near the chief 
burial place that excited much comment. 
England was in fright and bereave- 
ment. The dead carts went through 
the 
streets 
day 
and 
night, 
and 
the cry: "Bring out your dead!" was 
answered by the bringing out of the 
forms of the loved ones, aud they were 
put twenty or thirty in a cart, and the 
wagons went on to the cemetery; and 
these dead were not buried in graves, 
but in great trenches, in gseat pits, in 
one pit eleven hundred and fourteen 
burials! The carts would come up with 
their great burden of twenty or thirty to 
the mouth of the pit, and the front of 
the cart was lifted and the dead shot 
into the pit. All the churches in Lon- 
don were open for prayer da-y and night, 
and England was iu a great anguish. 
At that very time, at a hotel at a 
wayside inn near the chief burial place, 
there was a group of hardened men, 
who sat day 
after 
day and 
night 
after night blaspheming God and imi- 
tating the grief struck who went by to 
the burial place. These men Bat there 
day after day and night after night, and 
they scoffed at men, and they scoffed at 
women, and they scoffed at God. But 
after a while one of them was struck 
with the plague, and in two weeks all of 
the group were down in the trench from 
the margin of which they had uttered 
their ribaldry. 
My friends, a 'greater 


E 
lague is abroad in the world. Millions 
ave died of it. Millions are smitten 
with it now. Plague of sin, plague of 
sorrow, plague of wretchedness, plague 
of woe. And consecrated women and 
men from all ChriBtendom are going out 
trying to stay the plague and alleviate 
the anguish, ana 
there is a group 
of men in this country base enough to 
sit and deride the work. They scoff at 
the Bible, and they scoff at evangelism, 
and they scoff at Jesus Christ, and they 
scoff at God. If these words shall reach 
them, either while they are sitting here 
to-day or through the printing-press, 
let me tell them to remember the fate of 
that group in the wayside inn while the 
plague spreads two black wings over the 
doomed city of London. Oh, instead of 
being scoffers let us be 
disciples! 
"Blessed is the man that walketh not in 
the coansel of the ungodly, nor stand- 
eth in the way of sinners, nor sitteth in 
the seat of the scomfuL"

heart. 
Ours but to sow. making our tes. 
timony when opportunity occurs; the root- 
age 
with th'j Spirit, as with God the in- 
crease. 
Satan fonie'h immediately. 
We may well 
pray, as our Lord taught us, "Keep us from 
tlie <'vil one," for it is he, preeisely, the evil 
one that is described here as coming imme- 
»liatoly. 
There is no doubt of Satan's pres- 
ence intli«; world, yea, iu the syn.'igogue as 
of old. 
He is her'' to withstand tht- truth, if 
possible, and to snateh away the seeds from 
unwary minds. There is one sort of infidel- 
ity, dangerous, deadly, that we seem to be 
ove.-looiving. 
It is skepticism regarding a 
personal devil. 
We seem wholly ignoran?

and whereab<nit¿<, ami yet 
God locates him as right at 
our 
liearts, 
working at the very core and center cif our 
spiritual life. 
Some one play-ni a suggest- 
ive 
joke 
on Mayor Hewitt, of New York. 
Ho wrote to him that the block bounded by 
certain four streets was infested by thieves, 
and that citizens could not pass 
through 
there 
at 
night. 
The Mayor 
promply dis- 
patched a policeman to look up the matter, 
and found that the place described was, sure 
enough, full of cut-throats, and impassable, 
for it tras the Tointis. Our topography of 
the city of man-soul is about as vague, and 
of 
the ranges ot Satan, chained and 
un- 
chained, we seem to know as little, and fear 
less. 


Jiy the irnyside. The seed was sown broail- 
cast. 
"Let us go into the next towns that I 
may prcach there also," said Christ, "for 
thereft)re came I forth." 
Manifestly in this 
general proclamation all sorts of conditions 
would be met. 
Our duty is to preach 
the

Not bocaus« 
there are not members of the unsaved al- 
ready present, but becaus(> being 
unsaved 
they are still unmoved. 
They are wayside 
hearers. 
When 
tiie lowls of 
wt)rldlin<>ss 
come down 
on the sacrillce, tln're is no 
watching Abraham to drive them away. 
Sinrn on good ground. 
This is natural lav 
in the spiritual realm. The farmer prepa e? 
and 
plants his soil. 
The 
ground 
brings 
forth whatever is put into it, God being a 
partner in the firm and putting in, we may 
say, the main part of the capital. 
Iu Chris- 
tian work wo reap by the same law, the 
Holy Spirit helping our 
infirmities. 
And 
just as there aro three sorts of bad soil, so, 
¡as J e r o m e has intimated, there are three 
' ¡kinds of good ground, the thirty, sixty and 
a hundred fold soiL 
That is what we labor 
lor. to bring fruit out of all soil, and the 
taost 
and best fruit out of every portion. "If 
;a man tells me 
I'm preaching for effect." 
«ries Moody, "I say. Amen, Amen! 
That's 
|What I am trying to do; what does a man 
jpreach ftjr if it is not for effect?" May the 
"effect" of preaching and teaching in this 
lesson be new and larger manifestation ol

I n s t e a d of 
being entirely a wide plain, t h e Territory ha» 
over 3,000,000 acres of timoer, 1.200 miles of 
navigable rivers, besides n u m e r o u s

Dakota's wheat crop of 18«7 exceeded all 
the other States and Territories in the num- 
ber of bushels sixty-two million, while in 
the yield of oats it took fourth place, and 
in corn exceeded two-thirds of the States. 
Dakota's crops are grown on land worth an 
average of $10 an a?re as against $50 and 
$100 land in the States, 
Seven counties of 
Dakota in l.W raised twenty-three 
milUon 
bushels of w h e a t and eleven milUon bush- 
(ds of oats. 
This wiis in t h e valley of t h e 
Red River of tlie North, which Bayard T a y - 
lor called the Nile of America. 
T h e soil ot 
Dakota needs no 
fertilizer or irrigation. 
All the crops of the last Federal c e n s u s 
year were produced upon an area but little 
g r e a t e r 
than 
t h a t 
ot Dakota. 
W h o can 
figure 
the results when 
intelligence 
has 
subjected the full acreage of this mighty 
territory to h u m a n use? 
And a 
mightier 
domain lies to the west, rich with minerals, 
forest?, and ¡igricultural and g r a c i n g lands. 


T h e settlement of Dakota is mainly con- 
fined to the eastern part. 
It h a s only b e e n 
in the last four or five years that settlers 
began to occupy the country west of the 
Missouri, and 
as yet the sctth m e a t s are 
mostly along the lino of the Northern 
Pa- 
cific Railroad. 
The topography and climate 
of Western Dakota are peculiar; it is prairie, 
with Luttes or odd-shaped points of earth 
prominent everywhere. 
In the g r a s s y sides 
of the buttes lignite coal crops out. 
The 
soil of thti broad slopes and valleys is rich, 
and 
produces all the staple crops of the 
North. 
The country is well watered by tiifl" 
Heart, 
Cannonball. 
Knife. Green, Sweet- 
briar, Little Missouri and other 
streams, 
along which there is considerable 
g r o w t h 
ot timber and wild fruits. 
T h e climate is

milder than In Eastern Dakota, owing to the
